No, 
BUSINESS EXPENSE 
DEDUCTIONS 
Expanse d^durtable in arriving at j 
net profit (or loss) from business 
or jirofexsion (item 9 of return Form 
1940) are the normal current costs 
(of running a busine * or producing 
income. 
Such expenses must be 
distinguished from those incurred 
for the convenience, 
comfort. or 
economy of the individual pursuing ! 
the business, or hi the nature of j 
loans, gifts, capital Investment*, and j 
the like. Tim distinction lies in the I 
purpose and nature of the payment, 
rather than in any account in which 
it, Is charged. 
Business expenses 
may include 
salaries and wages paid, interest on 
business indebtedness, taxes on busi­ 
ness and 
business property, loss 
arising 
from 
business operations, 
bad debts arising 
from sales or 
services, depreciation, obsolescence 
or depiction, and rent*, repairs, and 
other expenses. 
Oilier items In­ 
cludible are management expenses, 
commissions, labor, 
supplies, ad­ 
vertising or other selling expenses. 
and insurance premiums 
In the care of a professional man.rn 
I maintenance and repair expense of 
an automobile used for professional 
purpose* »or that portion of the ex­ 
ile use applicable to professional use) 
is allowable, as well as membership 
j In technical soc ieties, subscriptions 
to technical journals end current 
I magazines used 
in the reception 
room, cost oi supplies, and fees 
ixiid to oilier professional men for 
J professional assistance. 
It a professional man uses his 
t residence both as office and home. 
he may deduct the expense ajipllc- 
able to that isnt used for profes­ 


sional purpose*. 
Expenses not de­ 
ductible Include the cost of books, 
and the cost of instruments and 
equipment having a useful life Vin* 
iger tlian a year (ax these are re­ 
garded as capital item* on which 
depreciation may be allowable), and 
i membership dues In a purely social 
club, 
Cost of Incidental repairs Is de­ 
ductible provided the property ac­ 
count is not increased by such ex­ 
penditures. but repairs in the nature 
of replacements betterments, and 
improvements are regarded as ca­ 
pital expenditure* and are not de­ 
ductible 
Persons engaged in business or 
profession may not claim large and 
extraordinary deductions for busi­ 
ness expenses simply because tile 
j earnings of the business have rapid­ 
ly increased.
